Benefit* to Leber. 

Tbe legislative contribution* of the 
Republican party to tbe legitimate in* 
ter eat* of labor have been such a* to 
broaden tbe workman'* opportunities 
and protect bi* interest* in every posai- 
ble way con*latent with Justice toother*. 

Notable among thc*e statutes are four 
enactment*, all directed against long 
■tanding and widely recognized abuses, 
namely: 

Tbe act of 1900. providing for tbe 
cash payment of wages at periods not 
longer than two weeks, which bas 
been and is now of incalculable benefit 
to the large populations of the glass 
producing districts in tbe douthern 
counties of our state, and also to tbe 
Iron miners of the northern section, 
who had for generations back been 
obliged to accept goods at company 
stores Instead of the cash which they 
bad honestly earned by their labor. 

Second, the tenement house law ot 
1904, under which a board to control 


irtmnmiaea in the way of taxation. At 
that time taxes upon all kinds of prop¬ 
erty were much lower than in the pres¬ 
ent day. Tbe railroad* made possible 
tbe /narvelou* development of tbe re- 
sources of oar state. Cities and towns 
sprang up and grew rapidly and tbe 
necdfi of this denser and congested 
population required an increasing 
amount Tor the support of municipal 
and Rate government. Tble Increased 
taxation on all kinds of property, real 
and personal, called attention to tbe 
difference In tbe methods of taxation 
as between railroads and other kinds 
of property and resulted in tbe agita¬ 
tion .of this question, so that in 1884 
a Republican senate and a Democratic 
bone*) enacted a railroad tax law that 
about doubled tbe amonnt of railroad 
taxeb, but came short of equal taxa¬ 
tion. Tbe first break In this law was 
in 1897, when tbe legislature gave to 
tbe -taxing districts all tbe income 
from the Recond class railroad taxes, 
amounting to about $500,000 annually. 

In-1904 tbe Republican party, true to 
its policy, took hold of the railroad tax 
question again and t dec-la t ed in the 
state convention for immediate legisla¬ 
tion^ for the taxation of second claws 
property at local rates, resulting in an 
increase of local taxes t> municipalities 
of Jfbout one-half million dollars and 
declaring for the submission of the 
question of raxing the main stem to a 
commission for consideration and re¬ 
port U{>on that subject. The legislature 
of 1905 passed an act introduced by 
Assemblyman Durfleld, the Republican 
lea*&r, providing for the taxation of 
second class railroad property at local 
rate*. The legislature of this year took 
up the question of the so called main 
stem of railroads. The first bill Intro¬ 
duced In the house of assembly was 
introduced by Mr. Perkins, the Repub- 
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ben of our population must find home* 
are provided with every safeguard of 
health known to UKxiaro sanitary and, 
hygienic science. 

Third, tbe general factory act of 1904, 
which fixes fourteen years as the mini¬ 
mum age at which children of either 
eex may be employed In factories or 
workshops, provides for the fullest 
possible protection for operatives In 
the matter of factory construction, the 
use of safeguards against accidents 
and the Installjtiou of such devices as 
are specially dequeued. like the ex¬ 
haust fan, to mitigate the dangers of 
occupations known to be a menace to 
health. 

Fourth, an act appointing a commis¬ 
sion to revise the master and servant 
set In the Interests of labor, an act 
greatly desired by laboring people. 

New State Institution*. 

There have been created by Repub¬ 
lican legislation since 1894 these new 
and important state Institutions, either 
built or authorized by statute, in addi¬ 
tion to important enlargements and im¬ 
provements of existing Institutions: 

The Rahway reformatory, cost $1,- 
043,280. 

The state village for epileptics, cost 
$312,956.33.. 

Home for soldiers and sailors am. 
their wives, cost $103,500. 

Colored manual and training school 
A new state normal school (to be 
built this yeari. 

A state tuberculosis sanitarium (Lu 
buildlag). 

State home for girls building, cost 
$125,000. 

State armories, cost $981,320. 

Two Million* For Improved Roads. 
From 1894 to 3906 inclusive the 
•tats paid In state aid for Improved 
roads a total of $1,812,576.24. *fhe ap¬ 
propriation last year was $277,000. In 
1893, the last year of Democratic con¬ 
trol In the legislature, the appropriation 
was $20,061.85. There had been no 
previous appropriation. Practically the 
entire system of state aided good roads 
In New Jersey is the result of Re¬ 
publics^ legislative appropriations. 
Tbe legislature this year was extraordi¬ 
narily liberal In giving to this impor¬ 
tant state object 

Under the state- aid law of 1S92 there 
were built, up to Nov. 1, 1905. a total 
of l.lllVj miles of improved roads at 
a coat to the state of $1,925,441.14. Of 
ffftls total only 37 89 miles were built 
prior to 1894, whe* the Democrats were 
In power In legislation. 

New Jersey Is today foremost of all 
tbe state* in the extent of improved 
roads, and her example has been of im¬ 
mense benefit to the country at large, 
while tbe improvement has bee n of 
enormous benefit to New Jersey farm* 
era and villager* and bas vastly stimu¬ 
lated tbe growth of suburban places 
and tbe values of suburban and rural 
property. Tbe greater economy of 
transportation for farmers and urban 
business houses, if capitalized, would 
far exceed the cost of state aid for 
Improved road building. 

How Equal Taxation Has Bean Ac¬ 
complished. Rpc 

The legislation of the last two years 
has been described as epochal. A mere 
schedule of the most important acts 
passed In 1905 and 1906 win fully Jus¬ 
tify that description. Jt has been- af¬ 
firmed, and without contradiction, that 
the legislation oJ the two years is in¬ 
comparably greater in its Importance 
and far reaching beneficial effects than 
tbe sum of aU the previous legislation 
In this 9tata since Jhfi adoption of the 
constitution of 1844.,, 

The greatest achievement of the last 
two years was the final settlement of 
tbe railroad tax question, which had 
been the great problem of state politics 
ever since the first railroad received a 
charter from the^sjate. 

Railroad enterprika^a its infancy 
was attended with great hazard, but 
was welcomed by every community, 
and its development encouraged by 
consideration In the way of moderate 
taxes. The benefit! that tbe state de¬ 
rived from railroad development were 
Immeasurably greater than were tbe 


oda of reaching this end were discussed 
exhaustively at public bearings and In 
detMitef upon tbe floor, and after a free 
and open discussion of weeks the bouse 
and.senate, without a dissenting voice, 
declared that the bill introduced by Mr. 
Perkins, the Republican leader, was 
the best measure that had been offered 
upoft the subject, and it was thereupon 
enacted into law. Tbe party’ pledge 
had been faithfully kept. The legisla 
ture, however, did not stop here. The 
Republican party is progressive. It 
passed an act providing that second 
class property should not only be taxed 
at local rates, but should be assessed 
locally. It then passed au act which 
reclassified railroad property and which 
increased the second class property by 
taking from the so called main stem all 
of jhe rairoad stations and appurte¬ 
nances outside of the right of way. 

A decision of the supreme court had 
sidl'd in the development of this policy 
by iin interpretation limiting property 
heretofore Included in the main stem, 
and increasing to that extent the 
amount of second class property. As 
the law now stands all terminals, 
switches, stations and railroad property 
of every kind outside of the main stem, 
which in no case exceeds 100 feet in 
widiith and in some cases not sixty feet, 
is assessed locally at the local rates for 
tfae;j benefit of the' localities wherein 
theproperty lies. The main stem, now 
reduced to the property lying within 
the-100 foot limitation and extending 
through more than ooe city or town¬ 
ship or county, is taxed at the average 
rati* of the state for state uses, and by 
a 8-pecial enactment all of the proceeds 
of ’Ibis tax over and above one-half of 
1 per cent upon tbe property Is given 
directly to tbe support of our free pub¬ 
lic schools, and the one-half of 1 per 
cent ia, as now, left to the discretion 
of ‘the legislature to be used for the 
saijae purpose. In addition to that, the 
franchise is also taxed at the same rate 
as'the real estate of the main steam, 
an(! the proceeds likewise distributed. 
Tbits franchise tax at tbe same rate as 
other property is paid by the railroads 
in [Addition to their other taxes, so that 
In this way they are taxed more than 
Individuals! and help reduce the 
amount thftt individuals would other¬ 
wise be compelled to pay. Under tb*-s,« 
laws the revenues of the state and 
minieipalities should be largely in¬ 
creased and a corresponding reduction 
■ mrfde in fhe tax rate to the benefit of 
th<> local taxpayer. In order that the 
taj^myer may receive the benefit of 
thjs increased revenue on railroads and 
other corporate enterprises, the legis¬ 
lature provided that the tax rate 
should be gradually reduced from year 
to year until It reaches a maximum 
alterant. This will prevent municipal 
axrtravaganee aid benefit tbe taxpayer 
accordingly. 

This legislation was promised in tbe 
Republican state platform of 1904, as a 
reference to that platform will show 
It* was outlined In the Inaugural ad¬ 
dress of Governor Stokes in January. 
1905, and recommended In his first 
annual message last January. It was 
In Its conception, in its deliberation and 
In' Its execution wholly Republican 
legislation, as the records indubitably 
show, and 'was the natural evolution of 
Republican policy conceived two years 
ago. The credit belongs, therefore, to 
no Individual or individuals, but to the 
Republican party as a party. * 

Limitation of Franchises Also Brought 
, About. 

Ulntil the present year there never 
was any limit on the power of a munic¬ 
ipality to grant a public service frau- 
cBlse in perpetuity. Until last year the 
policy of such grants was never seri¬ 
ously brought In question. Bat tbe 
sentiment of opposition existed in the 
Blinds of men who gave some thought 
to tbe rights of future generations. 
The legislature of 1905 appointed a 
special commission to investigate the 
subject It reported in favor of limita¬ 
tion. Governor Stakes, in his annual 
OMMage last January, devoted a chap- 
tiff to the subject, recommending a 
limitation of time for such franchises. 
The fiJKlt bill Introduced in the senate

For years complaint has been mads 
throtifiisutl the country of the oyer cap¬ 
italization of public utility coipora- 
tionp.; In ftccofdaace with the sugges¬ 
tion in the governor’s message, an act 
preventing sneb overcapitalisation was 
passed by tbe Republican legislature. 

- End of th* Fm tyiUnv 

The final abolition of the fee system 
In county offices effected this year was 
the culmination of Republican policy 
begun In the state offices, where the 
fees of tbe chancery and supreme court 
clerks (aggregating last year $92.00Q) 
were turned into tbe state treasury. 
By the abolition of feas in all the coun¬ 
ties of the state the public incomes of 
these counties are increased by nearly 
half a million dollars annually. 

* 

Conserving the Water Supply of th* 
Sta te. 

Perhaps the most important legisla¬ 
tion enacted under Kepublicau party 
control during the last two years 1* 
that desigued to conserve the potable 
water supply of the state. With our 
rapidly increasing population, tbe 
future demands of growing municipal¬ 
ities for an adequate water supply 
must be given consideration and atten¬ 
tion as a m^ter of statesmanship. 
Such legislation was recommended by 
the governor in both his inaugural ad¬ 
dress and his first message. Steps have 
been taken and are being taken that 
will prove of great benefit to future 
genie rations. The* preservation of the 
forest* bf tbe state presents one of tbe 
most important aspects of the situ¬ 
ation. 

The forests, long neglected, have 
been takes under tbe state care. Tbe 
state forestry act of 1904, enacted at 
the suggestion of Governor Stokes in 
his inaugural address, bas been quoted 
abroad as a model law. Governor 
Stokes showed that the state’s wood¬ 
lands covered 46 per cent of the up¬ 
land area, yielding an annual product 
of $4,182,537. The new law created 
a commission which is acquiring ex 
tensive tracts of forest land for reser 
vatiou development and future use as 
public parks. 

The legislature this year authorized 
the riparian commission to inquire into 
the possibility of the acquisition of 
the inland lakes and the state owner 
ship and control of the sources of wa 
ter supply. The state forestry com mis 
aion is endeavoring to purchase forast 
lands around the head water sheds of 
our streams for this purpose. The wis¬ 
dom of the legislature, which looks 
ahead to the acquisition of tbe inland 
lakes for public parks by tbe people, 
and as reservoirs and storage ponds, 
the acquisition of all our water sup 
plies, needs no defeuse in a state 
whose rapidly growing population 
makes the question of water supply 
the most important problem of the 
day. 

A notable and far reaching act by the 
legislature this year was that which 
prohibits the piping of potable waters 
out of the state for commercial profit. 
In this matter the governor and legls 
lature withstood appeals from promi¬ 
nent national as W€:ll as New York 
public officials and influence*. This 
new law is of immense Significance- 
Control of the watersheds of the state 
ha* largely been acquired by private 
corporations, and plans have been 
made for diverting their waters to oth¬ 
er states. It would not have been vary 
long before the ownership and diver¬ 
sion of state waters would be con¬ 
verted into intreuebed vested interests. 
Republican legislation has anticipated 
and prevented that. 

The governor aud legislature inaugu¬ 
rated a new and highly important pol¬ 
icy respecting the preservation of tbe 
rivers and streams of the state front 
pollution and for the prevention of dis¬ 
astrous floods. By an agreement ef¬ 
fected by tbe governor the municipali¬ 
ties on the Passaic consented to await 
tbe report of au engineering expert 
employed by Paterson to determine 
whether that municipality would Join 
In the construction of a sewer. Tbe 
legislature will be called in extra ses¬ 
sion in September to pass tbe neces¬ 
sary legislation. The state also is, 
through a commission, co-operaffag 
with tbe state of Pennsylvania with a 
view to tbe redemption of tbe Data¬ 
ware river from pollution. These stipe 
are preliminary to a cleansing up ot all 
tbe river* and stream* of tbe state.
